W A SH IN G T O N , Sept. 13.— T h e num ber of prisoners 
taken by the A m ericans in flatten in g out the St. M ihiel 
salien t now num bers 13,300, G eneral Pershing reported in 
his com m unique for today received late tonight at the war 
departm ent. 
No m ention w as m ade of the num ber c f guns 
and o th er booty captured.

w est h a v e given us possession of th e whole salient to points 
tw elv e m iles northeast o f S t M ihiel and have resulted in 
the cap tu re of m any prisoners. 
“ F orced back by our steady advance, the enem y is re 
tiring and is destroying large quantities o f m aterial as he 
goes b ack. 
T he num ber of prisoners counted has risen to 
13,300. 
Our line now includes H erbeuville, T hillet, H at 
ton V ille .

WAR SUMMARY 


Mews of Activities On Various 
B attle Fronts in Summarized 
Form By Associated Presa. 


AMERICAN HEADQUARTERS IN LORRAINE, Sept 
13.— Reuter’s — The St. Mihiel salient created by the Ger 
mans at great cost to secure an adequate frontage to 
ground of much value to them in which no efforts of the 
French had been able to wrest from them, has been elim 
inated by the combined American and French forces. The 
attack was made in the time honored manner of attack 
on both sides of the salient with elastic pressure around its 
apex. 
More complete success could hardly have been ob­ 
tained and all objectives were reached well in advance of 
the expected hour. The enemy had probably determined 
in view of the pressure applied to accept a straightening 
of his line here as he had done farther west, but it that 
really was his intention he lost a surprisingly large number 
of men. 
Apart from any that may have been taken at the apex 
and on the western side of the salient, those captured in 
the southern attack greatly exceed expectations 
The groups of from a hundred to three hundred pris­ 
oners streaming back thru the advancing guns were the 
most mixed lot imaginable. There were some fine big gun­ 
ners more than six feet tall and there were children of 
fourteen frightened out of their wits* 
From one o’clock in the morning the sky blazed with 
the light of the great artillery battle something which had 
not been seen for months on this part of the line. 
W hen 
the troops went over what^daylight there should have been 
was obscured by the driving mist and rain. 
Later in .‘he 
day the weather improved somewhat, but the rain sodden 
ground made the progress of the transports and heavy 
guns exceedingly difficult. 
The southern attack extended past Mont Sec, a great 
natural fortress 11200 feet high, practically to the Moselle 
at Pont-a-Mousson. 
This is open, rolling, grass land ter­ 
ritory. 
It would be difficult to find more advantageous 
fighting ground. 
The Germans undoubtedly were busy getting their 
guns away and the support offered to their sacrificed in­ 
fantry was weak iii the extreme. Of counter-battery work 
there seemed to be none at all. 
Tho the day was unpropitious the airplanes did splen­ 
did work swooping on the retiring infantry and driving 
them clear of the road, besides pushing every German 
plane out of the sky and bringing down several balloons 
in flames, including one most prized by the Germans on 
the high ground at Marieulles.

Since the new7 line across the 
mouth of the old pocket Is far 
sh orter th an the old front, French 
and American troops heretofore 
held fast to the defense of the 
salient, a re now available for oth­ 
er duty. 
As t h e lines were reported to­ 
night, there wras nothing to indi­ 
cate t h a t the American advance 
had stopped. 
The German official

Freight Cars Also Expected. 


Ten 
powerful fre ig h t locomo­ 
tives, w ith a cash valuation 
of 
$500,000, will reach th e Chicago 
& Alton rails from th e Baldwin 
works a t Philadelphia ab out the 
middle of October. 
This is the 
glad n ew s that has reached the 
office of J. E. O’H e a rn e , superin­ 
tendent bf motive power. 
They 
are a po rtio n of th e o r d e r for 1,- 
700 engines placed la st spring by 
the United States railw ay adminis­ 
tration, a n d ten are allotted to the 
Alton. 
It had been hoped that 
fifteen to twenty could be secured, 
as the larger n u m b e r could be 
used handily. 
It w a s necessary, 
however, to divide u p th e power 
to the b es t advantage. 
The new 
engines a r e of the fa m ilia r Mikado 
type, t h e same as t h e 850 class, 
which h a v e been giving such won­ 
derful service to th e Alton. 
They 
are the 2- 8-2 type, t h a t is, one pair 
of truck wheels, four p airs of driv­ 
ers and on e pair of trailers. The 
new en g in es are s o m e w h at larger 
than t h e 850 class a n d will have 
considerably greater tractive force. 
They a r e believed to be a more 
satisfactory engine In many re­ 
spects t h a n the Mallet type. Noth­ 
ing has been heard reg a rd in g an 
allotment of coal, box or stock 
cars, b u t th e Alton will receive 
its sh a re of a n u m b e r now being 
built u p o n governm e nt order.

New Berlin, Sept. 13.— As the 
result of a shooting affray which 
occurred at IO o’clock this morn­ 
ing at Old Berlin, B e rt Jennings 
is at a Springfield hospital in a 
serious condition an d Ja m e s Conk­ 
lin, his assailant, is held in the 
Sangam on 
county jail 
without 
bond. 
The trouble which led up to the 
shooting was a disp u te over the 
amount d u e Jennings for baling 
hay for Conklin. 
He had complet­ 
ed the j o b and a dispute arose over 
the a m o u n t due for t h e w'ork. Aft­ 
er some words it is said that Conk­ 
lin r u sh ed to his h o u s e and se­ 
cured a shotgun an d coming back 
fired at 
Jennings. 
The charge 
struck Jen n in g s in t h e stomach 
and hip, inflicting serio us wounds. 
Dr. L. W. Fulton w as called and 
had Je n n in g s taken t o th e Spring­ 
field hospital. 
About noon Sheriff 
Wheeler came down from Spring­ 
field a n d 
arrested 
Conklin and 
took him to the Sangam on county 
jail. 
H e will be held without bond 
to await th e outcome of J e n n i n g s 
wounds. 
Both m en are m a rried and have 
families. 
Until this a ffair neither 
had been known as of a quarrel­ 
some n a tu re . 
Conklin is a man 
about 35 years of age. 
Jennings 
probably is older th a n that.
